More than 1,000 
caught speeding 

MORE than 1,000 drivers were caught out 
by average speed cameras in just two days 
on a stretch of the M6 which has been cut 
to 40mph as part of a major roadworks 
scheme. 

Scores of speeding motorists were 
snared by cameras as they ignored the 
temporary restrictions heading south¬ 
bound between junction 7 for Great Barr 
and 8 for the M5 over the weekend. 

Those caught out could now face a fine 
or even a court appearance, depending on 
their driving record.

A CAMPAIGN for a pedestri¬ 
an crossing on a busy Hale¬ 
sowen dual-carriageway has 
been backed by a mother-of- 
two who was hit by a double 
decker bus on the route. 

Cyclist Sue Booth, aged 52, from 
Halesowen, was on her bike when she 
was hit by the bus on the A456 Manor 
Way on August 18. 

Mrs Booth, who is a member of the Hale¬ 
sowen Athletics and Cycling Club, has been 
in hospital for almost two weeks and faces the 
possibility of never walking again. 

She is now calling for a crossing to be in¬ 
stalled outside or near to the club entrance to 
prevent any future accidents. 

She said: “I travel to the club regularly about 
four or five times a week and I am faced with 
the perilous crossing of the A456. 

“Generally I am on foot or my bike as I 
live near the club and this particular day in 
question I was attempting to access our club 
grounds via the pavement on the roadside of 
the A456 when a double decker bus mounted 
the kerb and took me and my bicycle with it, 
resulting in horrendous injuries to me. 

“I face several more weeks of reconstructive 
surgery, I may never walk again and will face 
years of corrective surgery as surgeons try and 
fashion a fully functioning foot again.” 

Supported 

She continued: “This should not have hap¬ 
pened and could so easily have been avoided 
with a crossing in place for people who live in 
the Halesowen area to use for access purposes 
to the Manor Way Stadium. 

“We should not have to dice with death to 
enjoy a hobby that we all truly love.” 

David Viner, chairman of the club, started 
the campaign to have a crossing installed more 
than three years ago. It has been supported by 
MPs, several councillors, including Hilary Bills 
and cycling legend Hugh Porter. 

Mr Viner added: “Sue is a very popular and 
respected member of Halesowen Athletics and 
Cycling Club who works extremely hard behind 
the scenes to support the club. 

“She is always a joy to be with and everyone 
is willing her to make a full recovery.” 

He added: “I am very grateful to Councillor 
Bills and other local people who are working 
hard to get a pedestrian crossing installed.” 

Councillor Bills, Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for environmental services, said: “We 
think that an idea would be to link the heritage 
part of Halesowen to the rest and that would 
mean that people could cycle and walk safely 
without fear of crossing Manor Way. 

“As a council we are constantly looking for 
funding and ways to implement this through 
certain schemes.”

Firefighters from Haden Cross Fire Station 
have planned an open day this Saturday to 
further boost the fundraising. 


James’ mother Cheryl, 35, from Black- 
heath, said: “The station has been so good in 
supporting us to raise money for James’ oper¬ 
ation. We have been fundraising since Febru¬ 
ary and done loads of different events. So far 
we’ve raised £18,000 for his operation, and we 
hope that this open day will add to that. 

“James’ operation, a selective dorsal rhizot¬ 
omy, is to reduce the spasticity in his muscles 
and give him more mobility. At the moment 
he walks using a small frame. 

“He’s very happy in himself and gets 
around in the way he can.” 


Watch Commander Temple Jones, aged 49, 
from Haden Cross Fire Station, said: “When 
we found out about James we decided we 
wanted to do something for him, especially 
because he’s such a local lad to the station. 

“His mum Cheryl came down to the station 
and introduced him to us, and though he was 
a bit shy at first, he is definitely coming out 
of his shell.” 

The open day takes place between 10am 
and 4pm at the station on Halesowen Road. 
Previous events at the station have attracted 
up to 1,000 people.

THE family of a 20-year-old motorcy¬ 
clist killed after a crash in Brierley Hill 
have paid tribute to their ‘ray of sun¬ 
shine’. 

Apprentice engineer Elliott Beddow 
died after coming off his black Harley 
Davidson on Brettell Lane in Brierley 
Hill at around 2.10am on Saturday. 

His mother Katie paid tribute to her 
son, describing him as the family joker. 
She said: “We have lost the brightest 
light, our ray of sunshine and the fam¬ 
ily joker. 

“We are struggling to come to terms 


with the fact that Elliott has gone. He 
has left an enormous void that we will 
never fill. He was fiercely loyal and pro¬ 
tective of those he loved. ” 

Despite the efforts of emergency ser¬ 
vices, Mr Beddow, of Stourton, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene near Brettell 
Lane’s junction with Silver Street and 
the road was closed until just after Tam. 

Other tribute were paid online to Mr 
Beddow, who worked at Katie Fitzger¬ 
ald’s in Stourbridge. 

Alix Ferguson posted on Facebook: 
“He was my best friend for years, we 


used to climb trees and fall out of them, 
play on the trampoline and jump off 
it, watch the Simpsons and laugh. Re¬ 
cently when I would see him he would 
still hug me like we were 12. RIP to the 
most reliable, lovely, amazing soul.” 

Bosses at the pub where he worked 
released a tribute to Mr Beddow, stat¬ 
ing: “All of us here at Katie Fitzgerald’s 
are saddened and stunned by the loss of 
our friend and colleague Elliott Beddow, 
or El Philo as he as known by many. His 
death will leave a huge hole in many 
people’s lives.” 


Crash victim Decian 
home 

A TEENAGER who suffered a 
brain injury after being knocked 
off his moped in January has re¬ 
turned home from hospital. 

Declan Osborne was hit by a car 
near his home in Rowley Regis and 
the 17-year-old spent weeks in a coma 
and had to learn to talk again. 

His older sister Nicole says he still has a 
difficult journey ahead. 

He is back home after months in hospital 
and a brain rehabilitation unit. 

Nicole, 27, said: “He’s here, that’s the 
main thing _ his life wasn’t taken. But he’s 
not the same, every aspect of his life has 
changed. 

“He has lost a lot of his cognitive skills 
and his confidence has been knocked. He 
has had one of the most serious brain inju¬ 
ries, on the brain stem.” 

The young Albion fan’s life changed 
when his moped was hit near Mackmillan 
Road on January 30. He suffered a broken 
collarbone, fractured cheekbone and ankle 
plus multiple other fractures. 

Nicole said: “He had to learn to commu¬ 
nicate with us again. He used to tap his 
ton^e to get our attention. He is talking 
again now but he’s totally different. 

College 

“If we talk to loud or more than one of us 
talks at the same time, he can’t handle it. 

“His whole daily routine has changed. 

He won’t be able to go back to college and 
might not be able to go on his bike again. 

That’s what kills him. He sees all his 
friends on their bikes but he can’t do it.” 

Nicole says she and her father Michael 
have had to learn how to care for Declan. 

She said: “We have got to adjust to looking 
after someone with a brain injury. We have 
had no training. Everything is all over the 
place like a jigsaw and we have got to find 
the pieces and make sure he is safe and 
comfortable. His life completely changed 
in a split second.” 

Declan, who attended Ormiston Forge 
Academy in Cradley Heath, is now facing 
a gruelling rehabilitation programme as he 
continues his recovery. 

And Nicole said: “It’s hard. In some as¬ 
pects it’s like I have lost the person he was 
before the accident but I can only be thank¬ 
ful he is still here. He is in the best hands 
and is getting the best care.”

Tim Tolkien, famous for his 
metal sculpting works - most nota¬ 
bly the 50 foot Sentinel sculpture 
on Spitfire Island, near the M6 in 
Birmingham - is the man tasked 
with the transforming the ‘Oss 
Box. 

He said: “I joined Cradley Heath 
Creative just over a year ago and 
there was a small surplus of money, 


so out of conversations at the pubs 
came the idea of the ‘Oss Box. 

“Originally we were just think¬ 
ing of ideas for a little venue, which 
was a shed, then became a caravan, 
before ending on a horse box.” 

Mr Tolkien, who is the great- 
nephew of The Lord of the Rings 
author JRR. Tolkien, says he is 
excited by the potential of the ‘Oss 
Box. “It’s only going to improve. 
We’ll put a sound system in their 
next and really will turn into a 
portable arts venue,” he added.

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Man admits 
arson attack 
endangering 
two peopie 

A 34-YEAR-OLD man has admitted 
starting a fire in a house with the 
intention of endangering the life of 
a woman and a young girl who were 
inside the property. 

Daniel Watkins denied attempting 
to murder the pair, who cannot be 
identified for legal reasons, when he 
appeared at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. The pleas were accepted by the 
prosecution. 

The defendant, of Smiths Close, 
Alcester, pleaded guilty to recklessly 
committing arson when intending to 
destroy or damage a house in Cradley, 
thereby endangering the life of the 
woman and child. 

Mr Alwyn Jones, defending, ex¬ 
plained that ‘traits of the character’ 
of Watkins required further investi¬ 
gation by a psychiatrist following an 
initial assessment. The defendant was 
remanded in custody and will be sen¬ 
tenced at a later date. 

The woman and child were rescued 
from the burning house after neigh¬ 
bours heard cries for help shortly be¬ 
fore 2 am on June 3. 

Matthew Smith, West Midlands 
Fire Service spokesman, said at the 
time: “One child and a woman were 
rescued by police and given precau¬ 
tionary checks before being taken to 
hospital suffering from smoke inha¬ 
lation. 

“We received a call from police 
alerting us to the fire. 

“We had three fire engines with 
four firefighters using breathing ap¬ 
paratus and two hose reel jets.” 


Councillor's appeal 
over suspension 

A DUDLEY councillor, who was sus¬ 
pended from the council’s Labour 
group, has launched an appeal against 
the decision. 

The party whip was removed from 
Councillor Jackie Cowell, who repre¬ 
sents the Quarry Bank and Dudley 
Wood ward, last month amid an inves¬ 
tigation into her conduct. No further 
details have been released as to why 
she has been suspended. 

Councillor Cowell, who was chair¬ 
woman of the authority’s planning 
committee before her suspension, said 
she was waiting to hear the outcome 
of the appeal.

Call to protect pubs 
from store schemes 


CAMPAIGNERS are calling for new 
laws to prevent thriving pubs from be¬ 
ing redeveloped, after it was revealed 
two in Dudley borough would be bull¬ 
dozed to make way for supermarkets. 

The Summer House in Woodsetton and the 
Maypole Inn in Halesowen are to be knocked 
down after the Co-op won its battle to have 
stores built on the sites. 

Both pubs are currently open. 

Dudley Council originally refused both applica¬ 
tions but an independent planning inspector ruled 
in favour of the supermarket chain. 

Meanwhile, a store is also be built on the car 
park of the Ashwood Inn in Wordsley, though the 
pub itself will continue. 

Customers and councillors have been left furious 
by the decision and there are now calls for new laws 
to be drafted that protect profitable pubs from the 
threat of redevelopment. 

Jacqui Edwards, social secretary at the Dudley 
and South Staffordshire branch of the Campai^ 
for Real Ale, lives near the Summer House in 
Woodsetton. She said: “It is a shame, it is a nice 
little old boozer. 

“Some of the pubs we have lost have been little 
gems, architecturally unusual and reminiscent of 
the heyday when there used to be lots of unique 
back street boozers with their own little quirks. 

“Anything that can be done to save them should 
be welcomed. It should be about what it best for 
the community. But it is yet another wealthy su¬ 
permarket.” 

Decisions 

Sedgley councillor and UKIP Euro MP Bill 
Etheridge said: “Time and again, people from out 
of our area are making decisions on what is best 
for the residents. Power really does need to be re¬ 
turned to people. Who better to know the troubles 
of traffic than those who live in the area? 

“On a larger scale, this Government have repeat¬ 
edly failed the licensed trade. We have enough con¬ 
venience stores. Our pubs need protection.” 

New River Retail bought both pubs as part of a 
portfolio of property from Marston’s three years 
ago. 

Regular drinkers and families attended a charity 
fun day on Sunday in a show of support for the 
beleaguered Summer House but campaigners have 
admitted there is now little that can be done to save 
it following the ruling of the planning inspector. 

Woodsetton councillor Dean Perks said: “The 
amount of people that were there shows that this 
pub is sustainable.”

An acquaintance, worried about her cough, 
arranged a phone appointment with her GP. He asked her 
to cough into the phone and assured her the cough was 
nothing to worry about. I know what you are thinking. The 
same question is haunting me, too. How does the GP on 
the telephone diagnose wind? And who would want to 
use the phone afterwards? 

Farewell, Ken Purchase, the former Wolverhampton 
North East MP, who has died aged 77. He was one of the 
good guys, an old-fashioned socialist with a passion to 
help those harmed by their so-called betters. More than 
20 years ago I was contacted by a former mental hospital 
patient who in the 1960s had been an uninformed guinea 
pig for LSD treatment. Suffering from post-natal depres¬ 
sion, she had been injected with the mind-bending drug 
by a doctor who announced: “Let’s see what this does.” 

Her life for the next 30 years 
was blighted by depression and 
flashbacks, made worse by the 
fact that the medical establish¬ 
ment repeatedly brushed her 
off. When her story appeared, 
other victims of the treatment 
came forward. I took the dossi¬ 
er to Ken Purchase. He raised it 
in Parliament. Eventually, about 

_ 40 victims shared £200,000 

compensation. Not a huge sum but that 
didn’t matter. What mattered was that these women, 
treated as hypochondriacs or troublemakers, had been 
proved right. RIP, Ken. Shame there are not more like you. 

THERESA May has launched a nationwide audit to 
monitor how people from various ethnic backgrounds are 
treated by public services. And what will happen when 
they discover what is already known, but rarely whis¬ 
pered? It is the fact that some of the worst educational 
results, highest levels of illiteracy, gravest incidences of 
domestic violence, suicide and infant mortality, highest 
levels of crime and lowest uptake of vaccinations, are 
found not among newly-arrived migrants from the Third 
World but in the traveller and gipsy communities which 
have lived in Britain for centuries?

ARMED robbers stole a car in Stourbridge to 
make their getaway with two terrified women 
on the back seat - one of them aged 88. 

The hammer-wielding crooks struck at the One Stop con¬ 
venience store in Hungary Hill just after 9pm on Sunday, 
but their car stalled. They then stole a Ford Mondeo which 
had stopped nearby as a family used a cashpoint, appar¬ 
ently not realising that the pensioner and another woman, 
aged 37, were sitting in the back. 


The shaken women were 
dumped by the roadside 
soon after when the masked 
criminals realised that they 
had passengers. Police said 
the same suspects had car¬ 
ried out a raid on the Co-op¬ 
erative store in Glebe Lane, 
Norton, less than an hour 
before. 

Investigating officer Ser¬ 
geant Rich Narrowmore 
said: “The younger woman 
was slightly injured and 
both of them were terribly 
shaken by their ordeal. 

“We are keen to trace 
these men as soon as pos¬ 
sible. These were violent 
attacks with little thought 
for their victims and they 
need to be brought to justice 
quickly.” 

He added: “I would urge 
anyone with information to 
contact police on 101 as soon 
as possible.” 

The men threatened 
staff with hammers at both 
stores and stole cash and 
cigarettes. 

The vehicle was recovered 
in Bromley Street, Lye, and 
officers were examining it 
for clues alongside the aban¬

The devout Catholic from County Cork 
in southern Ireland, who moved to London 
when she was 25, adds: “I’d come to 
Wolverhampton and in a quiet moment was 
reading the free paper. The Chronicle. I saw 
a story there about a lady who couldn’t eat 
properly and how Steven had sorted her out, 
so I kept the cutting.” 

Eight years passed before she was 
prompted to look at the narrative again after 
her denture prescription from the Hungarian 
capital broke. 

“I read it over and over again, booked an 
appointment, got on the train and made my 
way to Dudley,” she recalls. 

Theresa suffered all her denture life with a 
protruding lower bite where the bottom teeth 
are more prominent than the upper. This 
can sometimes make chewing difficult and 


patients self-conscious. “I could never bite 
an apple and had to chew very carefully. My 
bottom dentures were so unstable my diet 
was always restricted,” she says.

On the day her new prescription was fitted 
she decided to celebrate with a meal out at 
the Miller & Carter steakhouse in Penn. 

“I was advised to take it gently, but my 


teeth felt so good I thought I’ll have a steak,” 
she says. 

It was the first time Theresa could tackle 
such a “difficult meal”. With schoolgirl 
laughter she adds: “I loved it. It was worth 
waiting for.” 

Admitting to a regular tipple of red wine 
(Shiraz and Merlot are her favourites) she’s 
determined to carry on celebrating her new 
teeth and making the best of her restored 
confidence. 

“I may even manage the odd glass of 
sherry,” she jokes. “It’s been a long time 
coming and I’m so grateful that I don’t have 
to put my hand over my mouth any more. I 
was always afraid to smile, but now . . . look 
at me, all thanks to Steven.” 

Theresa’s problems began when at 18 she 
took at job as a doctor’s receptionist in Cork. 
She was advised to have a full clearance 
after gum disease was diagnosed. 

“The bite on every set of teeth I had was 



never right until now,” she says. 

Theresa left Cork with two other girls to 
stay with an order of nuns in Harrow. 

“I was helping at a nursing home. The 
Reverend Mother sent my two friends back 
home but encouraged me to apply for a job 
with the Queen’s Household and I worked as 
a deputy catering supervisor at Buckingham 
Palace.” 

Reflecting on her colourful life, she adds 
in a beautifully musical Cork accent: “Every 
year I get a Christmas card from the Queen.”

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HSBC is to 
close more 
branches 

BANKING giant HSBC will axe four 
high street branches in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire - with its 
Smethwick branch closing at the end 
of this week. 

The firm said it will close the 
branches after seeing as much as a 40 
per cent fall in the number of people 
using them in the last five years. All 
staff will be redeployed. 

Many have been angered by the 
move, including Warley MP John 
Spellar, who said: “If you run small 
businesses, and many deal in cash, 
many have been dealing with HSBC 
and its predecessor, the Midland 
Bank. Smethwick High Street is a 
thriving shopping centre and I don’t 
think the banks are looking at their 
local obligations or the loyalty the 
customers have shown to them. It is 
short term cost cutting rather than 
thinking about customers and the 
banks themselves.” 

Smethwick’s High Street branch 
will shut on Friday, followed by three 
branches in Staffordshire. HSBC’s 
Cradley Heath’s branch closed in 
June and its Blackheath High Street 
bank shut in November 2013. 

A HSBC spokeswoman said: “We 
have seen an overall reduction in 
footfall at our branches of more than 
40 per cent and sometimes we have 
to make the difficult decision to close 
branches.”

“I think people have a perception of 
care homes as quite institutional but 
this is more like a hotel. ” 


Around 50 jobs have been created 
at the home, from care assistants to 
kitchen staff. 

The complex boasts three separate 
living areas for those who are depend¬ 
ant, independent and diagnosed with 
dementia. All rooms are en-suite with 
modern facilities such as Wi-Fi, fridges 
and fiat screen TVs. The second fioor 
has a coffee shop, hair salon and cin¬ 
ema with popcorn machine.

Insight into the lives 
of ‘ordinary’ soldiers

A historian has captured the 
nnood of troops in the Great 
War through their own words. 

TOM OAKLEY reports _ 

IT tells the tales of men from 
across Staffordshire and the 
Black Country who fought for 
their King and country in the First 
World War. 

South Staffords at War is an anthology 
with collections of biographies, newspa¬ 
per reports and diaries from 25 years of 
research on soldiers of the South Staf¬ 
fordshire Regiment. 

Collated by Andrew Thornton, who is orig¬ 
inally from Cannock, it gives an insight into 
the life of soldiers including former workers 
with the Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express 
& Star - Joseph Nicholls of Wombourne and 
Ronald Lerry of Oswestry. 

The work is split into two volumes, with 
both of them featuring soldiers’ stories from 
the Great War. 

Soldiers from across the West Midlands - 
Hednesford, Cannock, Walsall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Tipton, among others - are included. 

Thinking 

Andrew told of how words written by the 
troops during the war are sometimes neglected 
in books. 

He said: “I’ve been interested in soldiers of 
the South Staffordshire Regiment for about 25 
years now. 

“I wanted to tell the soldiers’ stories, and 
use their letters, because I don’t think many 
people know what the soldiers were thinking 
at the time. 

“There are constantly articles of the untold 
story but usually it isn’t untold and it’s been 
told many times before. 

“I just wanted to put their own words and 
thoughts out there for people to read them¬ 
selves. 

“I think a lot of time, similar books focus 
only on the soldiers on war memorials, but this 
book tells the story of those that survived the 
war as well as soldiers that died.” 

Andrew was invited to Westminster Abbey 
earlier this year after his work was spotted 
on Facebook. He contributed the account of a 


soldier, Sidney Richards, from West Bromwich, 
who was at Gommecourt on July 1, 1916. 

The words were read out by an actor in front 
an audience featuring the Queen and former 
Prime Minister David Cameron. 

Andrew added: “The book tells the tales of 
ordinary soldiers. 

“A lot of people read war poetry and about 
those that have been executed at war for deser¬ 
tion, but these are just ordinary soldiers that 
don’t get much recognition usually. 

“I’ve been researching soldiers for 25 years 


now, since I was at Wolverhampton University. 
It’s been a long time but I’ve had a bit of time 
on my hands recently. 

“I’d been helping people with their own 
books so I thought it was time to do my own,” 
he added. 

“I enjoy being able to find out about the men 
and sharing the stories. It’s nice to be able to 
get hold of a piece of information like a letter or 
name and seeing what you can find out about 
them.” 

Andrew, who now works as a full-time his¬ 


torical researcher, has used various methods to 
gather the stories and letters to go in the book, 
many of which were published in local newspa¬ 
pers during the Great War. 

Others are from diaries which have been pro¬ 
vided by relatives of the soldiers. 

“It’s nice if relatives of people in the book 
might come across it and find out something 
they didn’t know. That’s why I do it,” Andrew 
added. 

The books are currently available on Amazon 
and from The Museum of Cannock Chase.

IZZY Bizu has boho charm 
with her light and lilting style 
of jazzy acoustic soul but 
her quirky, perky skitter-scat 
style of singing may irritate 
as many as it captivates. 

At her best this Londoner of Ethiopi¬ 
an heritage, who got lots of exposure 
by touring as support to Sam Smith, 
can be captivating on her debut album 
A Moment of Madness. 

Naive Soul could certainly appeal to 
fans of Paloma Faith, Give Me Love is 
a galloping slice of uptempo soul-pop 
heaven. White Tiger is an infectious 
piano-led jazz-pop earworm and she 
wears her heart on her sleeve for the 
emotional Mad Behaviour. 

Three and a half years on from her 
self-titled debut, Merseyside sing¬ 
er-songwriter Natalie McCool returns 
with The Great Unknown, a quirky 
and spiky set of alternative pop songs 
which are both subtly emotive and 
catchy. Highlights include the anthemic 
Fortress and the Radio 1 playlisted 
Cardiac Arrest. 

Catch her in concert at Birmingham’s 
Sunflower Lounge on September 24. 

Pop Idol and soon to be Strictly 
Come Dancing contestant Will Young 
follows up last year’s excellent 85%

Whilst applauding his decision to 
radically rework some familiar songs, I 
don’t think The Buzzcocks’ Ever Fallen 
In Love benefits from being slowed to 
a dirge-like pace, or The Beatles’ I’m 
Only Sleeping is improved by travelling 
the other way, from dreamy to jaunty.

Me My Love and John Martyn’ One

World are more successful and his ver¬ 
sion of Ryan Adams track Amy is pretty 
faithful. 

French duo The Limihanas use 
half-spoken, half-whispered An¬ 
glo-French vocals, Farfisa organ and 
shimmering guitars for a summery 
Gallic take on psychedelic pop on their 
fourth album, Malamore. 

It will appeal to those who enjoy the 
Gauloises flavoured French 60s pop 
of Serge Gainsbourg (El Beach) plus 
a twist of Ennio Morricone whimsy (El 
Sordo), whilst Dahlia Rouge and The 
Dead Are Walking recall The Velvet Un¬ 
derground. 

Original ‘riot grrl’ Kathleen Hanna 
(ex-Bikini Kill) is on fine form with her 
latest band The Julie Ruin on Hit Re¬ 
set, railing against sexism and abuse. 


I Decide has swirling PiL style guitar 
and Let Me Go is almost Go-Gos-like 
with its punky power pop. In contrast 
to mostly anger-fuelled songs, closing 
song Calveryon is a tender iDallad, a 
tribute to her mother. 

Essex punks Asylums deliver an en¬ 
ergetic, hard riffing debut with songs 
that combine angry social comment 
with a dose of sarcasm on their album 
Killer Brainwaves... Southend’s an¬ 
swer to Green Day? 

Asylums play The Rainbow in Dig- 
beth on October 28. 

Protest singer L.A. Salami sounds 
like a poet first and a musician sec¬ 
ond on his debut album Dancing With 
Bad Grammar, urban folk based upon 
acoustic guitar with some rock and 
hip-hop flourishes. He calls his music 
‘postmodern blues’ but it feels that 
more time was spent on honing the lyr¬ 
ics than the music. 

The Ramona Flowers sound like 
they have arrived in a time machine 
from the mid-1980s, with influenc¬ 
es including a-Ha, Duran Duran and 
Howard Jones.

Accessible 
version of 
perplexing 
classic Lear 

King Lear, Royal 
Shakespeare Theatre 

SHAKESPEARE’S most 
bleak, profound and per¬ 
plexing play is made accessi¬ 
ble in Gregory Doran’s mov¬ 
ing production of King Lear, 
in which a God-like mon¬ 
arch is diminished by old 
age and foolish decisions. 

Lear has been played by 
many famous actor-knights, 
and the latest Sir to play the 
King at the RSC is Antony 
Sher. He does not dominate 
a production which becomes 
a true ensemble work. 

His pagan king makes a 
grand entrance lifted aloft in 
a perspex box but he shrinks 
as his power slips away, 
casting off his Cossack-like 
fur coat and hnally reduced 
to his long Johns. The box 
makes a blood-splattered re¬ 
turn after the interval when 
his loyal ally Gloucester is 
blinded in a scene of literally 
eye-popping cruelty. 

Lear can be seen as the 
story of a family destroyed 
by dementia as senile and 
cantankerous Lear, prone 
to unpredictable rages, al¬ 
ienates his daughters. Sher 
captures the king’s confu¬ 
sion and exasperation. 

Outstanding sup¬ 
port comes from David 
Troughton as honest 
Gloucester. Paapa Essiedu, 
who recently played Ham¬ 
let, makes the jealous Ed¬ 
mund almost likeable. This 
young actor would make a 
deliciously wicked Richard 
III, the role that launched 
Sher’s career 30 years ago. 

King Lear continues at 
Stratford until October 15. 
It is screened live at selected 
cinemas on October 12.

Horse owner's joy after 
dramatic rescue success

FIREFIGHTERS battled to save a be¬ 
loved Shire horse who would have 
died if they had been unable to get 
her back on her hooves. 

Around 10 members of West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Service worked tirelessly 
on Saturday August 20 to help the injured 
animal as she lay helplessly on the ground 
at Sandwell Valley Riding Centre. 

The difficult rescue at the stables on 
Wigmore Lane was broadcast live for 
20 minutes through the service’s Twit¬ 
ter feed and YouTube. 

Their painstaking efforts succeeded, 
and the pet horse named Tess is now 
making a full recovery. Grateful owner 
Jackie Stokes said: “She wouldn’t be 
here today if it wasn’t for the fire ser¬ 
vice. If horses can’t get up, then they 
are euthanised.” 

Mrs Stokes, 46, lives nearby in 
Stone Cross, West Bromwich, but due 
to Tess’ large size at 17.2 hands, is un- 


Finally, a tractor was used to help manoeuvre Tess onto her feet 


able to keep her at home. The family 
only bought Tess, who they believe 
is aged around 16, back in March to 
be ridden by their very tall 15-year- 
old daughter Amy. Mrs Stokes added 
that the horse had been in poor health 
when they got her, but they had done 
all they could to nurse her back to 
health. 

Unfortunately they discovered that 
she had sustained another injury. 

“She came in with a cut on her leg. 
We contacted the vet whose advice was 
to make sure she had pain relief, and 
to keep her inside. But she lay down in 


the stable and we couldn’t get her up,” 
explained Mrs Stokes. 

A spokesman from West Midlands 
Fire Service said: “We received a call 
at 9.19am and sent a technical rescue 
team who are based in Wednesbury. 

“On arrival they requested back-up 
and further equipment from our tech¬ 
nical rescue team located in Bickenhill. 

“It involved a female shire horse 
weighing approximately 800kg, una¬ 
ble to stand because of an injury to the 
right, rear hind leg.” In the end they 
had to use a tractor to provide enough 
leverage to help her up.

Fresh appeal 13 years 
after Natalie vanished 



Natalie Putt - the teenage mother vanished 13 years ago. She would be 30 now. 


‘SOMEONE knows some¬ 
thing, people do not just dis¬ 
appear’. 

With those words the half-sister 
of missing mother-of-one Natalie 
Putt has launched a fresh appeal 
for her whereabouts on the 13th 
anniversary of her going missing. 

Natalie would now be aged 30. She 
vanished from her home in the Black 
Country leaving her baby son behind. 

Potential sightings were made of 
her across the country from Bourne¬ 
mouth to Scotland, but despite a na¬ 
tionwide search and appeals on BBC 
TV’s Crimewatch programme, to 
this day her devastated family are no 
clearer on what happened to her after 
she left her Lower Gornal home to 
visit local shops. 

“She is the missing piece from her 
family - not a day goes by when I do 
not think and miss her, she was a spe¬ 
cial girl with her whole life ahead of 
her,” said half-sister Rebecca Coggins. 

Evidence 

Mrs Coggins, who now lives in Not¬ 
tingham, saw Natalie three weeks 
before she went missing. She has re¬ 
newed an appeal for new clues. 

She said: “It is now 13 years from 
when she disappeared. There may be 
an X, Y or Z who saw something at 
the time but did not say anything for 
whatever reason. 

“They should now surely come for¬ 
ward and help us put together the 
pieces. Tell the police, please. 

“People do not just disappear, es¬ 
pecially Natalie. She was so popular, 
everyone says good things about her 
and how much they miss her. I will 
never give up.” 

Natalie had given birth to her son, 
Rhys, only 11 weeks before she disap¬ 
peared. The search for her included a 
pool near her home in Thornleigh. 


The last communication she made 
was a voicemail suggesting she was 
planning to visit friends in Tamworth. 

Six years after she vanished the 
case featured on a missing person 
programme, which sparked reported 
sightings in Tipton, Cardiff, Bourne¬ 
mouth and Scotland dating back to 


2005. The case went cold until three 
years ago when, after receiving fresh 
information, police dug up a paddock 
in Himley where Natalie kept horses. 
But, again, the search proved fruitless. 

A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “No missing person case is ever 
closed.”

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Bamboo plea to help Keep 
zoo's creepy crawlles happy 


STAFF at Dudley Zoo are appeal¬ 
ing for donations of garden bamboo 
canes to help make safe havens for 
insects. 

The canes make ideal shelters for 
bugs and give them somewhere safe 
to hibernate in over winter. 

The zoo explains that, following 
the popularity of its five-storey ‘bug 
hotel’ which is always fully booked 
with critters, it wants to add more 
around the site. 

There are thousands of insect spe¬ 
cies living across the zoo’s 40-acre 
zoo site, which all play an important 
role in contributing to the eco sys¬ 
tem. 

The zoo’s conservation officer, 
Chris Leeson, said: “The bug house 
on the zoo’s Snail Trail pathway has 
proved so popular since we built it 
last year. 

“We want to add more around 


the site, of all shapes and sizes, to 
encourage a higher diversity in in¬ 
vertebrates. The hollow stems of 
garden canes are ideal shelters for 
insects and provide somewhere safe 
for them to lay eggs or hibernate 
over the winter.” 

“They’re particularly good for 
solitary bees, too. So we’re hoping 
green fingered gardeners can help 
us out by donating any unwanted 
bamboo canes.” 

People who have garden canes 
they no longer need are asked to 
bring them to the Safari Shop at the 
zoo entrance. 

All donations will be be gratefully 
received and the zoo has already 
received help from Birmingham Bo¬ 
tanical Gardens. 

Visitors to the zoo are able to see 
some of the more unusual insects on 
show in the Discovery Centre.

Police force 
settotaKe 
on 1,100 
new recruits 


WEST Midlands Police (WMP) is to take on 
more than 1,100 new police officers, PCSOs 
and other staff in its biggest recruitment 
drive for six years. 

The force, which has lost nearly one fifth of its of¬ 
ficers since Home Office police cuts started in 2010, 
will take on 1,150 new starters over the next three 


years. 

The posts include 800 new 
PCs, 200 specialist staff in a 
range of roles, such as inves¬ 
tigators, and 150 PCSOs. 

Senior officials say they 
will hope to attract ethnic 
minority recruits to ‘make 
the force look more like the 
people it serves’. 

It comes after the force 
embarked on an efficiency 
drive that saw police sta¬ 
tions and offices close and 
workforce numbers reduced 
in the wake of £126 million 
cuts. 

The job application pro¬ 
cess is set to begin in the 
coming weeks. The starting 
salary for officers will be 
£23,964, with a minimum 
22 days annual leave. 

Commissioner 

West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson, said: “These new 
police officers and PCSOs 
will help make our streets 
safer and tackle crime. This 
recruitment is only happen¬ 
ing because of the tough 
decisions that have been 
taken to make WMP more 
efficient. 

“It has faced the biggest 
cuts of any force in the 
country and is receiving 
£2.5m less from the Govern¬ 
ment again this year. This

recruitment shows we have 
the right priorities. It will 
also help to make the force 
look more like the people it 
serves.” 

Chief Constable Dave 
Thompson, said: “The 
area we police is richly di¬ 
verse, with around 30 per 
cent of local people coming 
from ethnic minority back¬ 
grounds. We want our force 
to refiect that and we have 
a strong commitment to 
equality and diversity. 

“We have already made 
significant steps on recruit¬ 
ment. BME (black or mi¬ 
nority ethnic) officers now 
make up nearly a third of 
our current recruits and we 
are hopeful that the next 
phase builds on this so that 
WMP is representative of 
the many different cultures 
it serves.” 

Home Office figures 
show that from September 
2009 until September 2015 
WMP’s workforce has re¬ 
duced from 8,694 to 7,043 
- a cut of 1,651 staff. Also, 
in the past year more than 
100 PCSOs were lost, from 
676 to 570. The last recruit¬ 
ment, in 2014, saw 450 of¬ 
ficers taken on. 


Bosses say day care 
service must move 


A DAY hospice in Oldbury could close with services moved 
elsewhere, possibly Rowley Regis, after health bosses de¬ 
clared the building was ‘no longer fit for purpose.’ 

Bradbury House in Wolverhampton Road provides care 
for patients across Sandwell but bosses are now looking for 
alternative premises. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham CCG claims the build¬ 
ing is not large enough to provide the range and quality of 
services required. Bosses are also worried about security 
at the site. 

Staff are currently unable to let people with severe mo¬ 
bility restrictions attend, due to the size of the building. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham CCG has now launched 
a 12-week public consultation on its proposals to relocate 
the day hospice. 

Bosses say their preferred location is Rowley Regis Hos¬ 
pital but they are also considering other locations.

Jesse Pennington’s receipt of registration for the season 1910-11 


A CENTURY-OLD payslip 
showing the modest earn¬ 
ings of a West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion player has sold at auc¬ 
tion for £190. 

The document showed that 
England international Jesse Pen¬ 
nington picked up just £4 a week 
in 1910. 

The sum was equivalent to £429 in 
today’s money - a little different to 
what the likes of Wayne Rooney and 
other Premier League stars are paid 
now. 

Even Albion’s players are paid tens 
of thousands of pounds a week - a 
figure which will likely climb even 
further following the club’s recent 
Chinese takeover. 

When it was put up for auction, the 
lot was given an estimate of £120 to 
£150 which it exceeded. 

Emma Carberry, from Hansons 
Auctioneers, said there was serious 
interest in the items online. 

Competition 

She said: “The winning bid was 
placed by an internet bidder. There 
were a few people bidding in the room 
and a lot of competition on the inter¬ 
net. It was really exciting and it’s nice 
to know it got above its estimate.” 

Pennington, a full-back, played for 
the Baggies for 455 times from 1903 
to 1922, also making 25 appearances 
for England. 

The ‘payers agreement’ was discov¬ 
ered in the drawer of a West Midlands 
home by Charles Hanson, manager of 
Hansons Auctioneers, near Derby. 

Pennington was involved in a dis¬ 
pute with the club at the time and had 
briefiy joined Kidderminster Harriers. 

The document shows the defender 
registering for the Harriers, after he 
left Albion. 

Pennington, nicknamed ‘Peer- 
less,’only had a short stint at Harriers, 


however. He played just one game for 
the team, before resolving his dispute 
with Albion and returning to the club. 

When the payslip was signed, Pen¬ 
nington was an England international. 

Footballers’ wages have spiralled 
in the century since. Wayne Rooney 
of Manchester United earns £260,00 


a week, which is closely followed by 
Sergio Aguero of Manchester City who 
earns £240,000 a week. 

Alongside the payslip and other 
items belonging to Pennington that 
was discovered was an Albion News 
and Official Programme from 26 Au¬ 
gust 1922.

Cannabis 
tunnels 
caretaker 
locked up 

THE caretaker of the historic Drakelow Tun¬ 
nels, near Kinver, has been jailed for allowing 
the site to be used as a ‘cannabis factory. 

Cannabis plants with a retail value of £71,500 
were seized by police following a raid on the former 
nuclear bunker in November 2013.. 

Wayne Robinson had managed the site since the 1990s 
but denied any knowledge that some of the tunnels were 


ammunition respectively 
without a firearms certifi¬ 
cate. Robinson’s sentences 
will run concurrently. 

Father-of-four Jason 
Whiley, of Thorns Avenue, 
Brierley Hill, was jailed for 
two-and-a-half years in De¬ 
cember for being concerned 
in the production of canna¬ 
bis at the site. 

After sentencing, Detec¬ 
tive Inspector John Cash- 
ion of West Mercia Police, 
said: “The sentencing of 
these two men concludes a 
lengthy and complex inves¬ 
tigation into the large-scale 
cultivation of cannabis at 
one of Britain’s historic lo¬ 
cations. 

“It was clear that this 
was a sophisticated set-up, 
involving high-powered 
lamps and timers in order 
to provide an ideal artificial 
environment for the growth 
of cannabis for commercial 
purposes. It would have cost 
several thousand pounds to 
buy the equipment. 

“I hope the sentences 
handed out by the courts 
leave people involved in this 
type of criminality in no 
doubt that they will be made 
to face the consequences.” 


Fuel station expands 

A FUEL station in Stourbridge is to expand after getting 
the green light. 

Proposals for the BP garage in Hagley Road, Oldswin- 
ford, have been given the go-ahead by Dudley Council. The 
existing building will be replaced by a new structure which 
will have more retail space. BP promised to build a two-me¬ 
tre high boundary wall to tackle noise issues.

But earlier 
this year a jury found him 
guilty of permitting the 
premises to be used for the 
production of cannabis and 
at Worcester Crown Court 
last week he was jailed for 
14 months. 

Judge Abbas Mithani QC, 
said: “This was a quite re¬ 
markable and highly sophis¬ 
ticated operation intended 
to make a substantial 
amount of profit. It included 
the deployment of expensive 
equipment and the electric¬ 
ity supply to the tunnels 
was bypassed for the opera¬ 
tion of the cannabis factory. 

“There was a substantial 
number of plants recovered 
by police with a retail value 
estimated around £71,000 
and your involvement was 
to allow the owners of the 
cannabis factory to use part 
of the tunnels for their op¬ 
eration.” 

Lamps 

Police found that elec¬ 
tricity bypassed the metre 
so the supplier would not 
know. 

The main ‘growing room’ 
contained 86 high-power 
lamps on timers, fans and 
eight water storage tanks.. 

During this year’s trial - a 
retrial after a jury failed to 
reach a verdict on Robinson 
- the prosecution argued 
it was ‘inconceivable’ that 
those who ran the cannabis 
factory would do so without 
the landlord’s knowledge. 
Robinson claimed he had 
rented that section of tun¬ 
nels to two men for storing 
car parts. 

Robinson, aged 48, of 
Marlpool Lane, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, was also handed nine 
and sixth month jail terms 
for possessing a shotgun and

Jools proves he is still 
King of the music shows 


T he pianist and bandleader 
returns with a new run of his 
musical showcase - the 49th in 
totai for anyone who’s stili counting. 

And it gets off to a flier, as 
Nashville’s Kings of Leon present 
material from forthcoming record 
Walls, their first new album in three 
years. 

After overcoming tensions following 
the release of 2013’s Mechanical Bull, 
the Southern rock gods have mixed 
things up for their seventh LP. 

They uprooted their families to Los 
Angeles to record, worked with a new 
producer, experimented with 
unfamiliar sounds, and 
committed themselves to the most 
personal lyrics of their career.

Czech this out: Pretty Prague is 
not Just about beer and stag dos 


MENTION a trip to Prague and 
there is usually a fairly predicta¬ 
ble response about cheap beer 
and often memories of stag dos! 

To be fair, this is normally accompa¬ 
nied by a description of how beautiful 
a city Prague is. Which indeed it is. 

Thousands of years of history, archi¬ 
tecture and culture can be found in these 
streets of the capital of the Czech Republic. 

And it is also fair to say that Czechs love 
their beer. Our tour guide announced with 
some pride that latest figures showed the 
Czech Republic drinks the most beer in the 
world at 143 litres per head. Britain did not 
make the top 10! 

But this particular guide, Jan Macuch, 
was actually leading a Food Lover’s Guide 
to Prague tour. Now I like beer, but I do 
love my food and this tour visits some of the 


Prague 


most interesting, charming and authentic 
restaurants dotted around the city. As we 
walked between food stops we were given 
an insight into the nooks and crannies far 
from the usual tourist beat. 

The tour started in a gingerbread ‘house’, 
a quaint little business run by two sisters- 
in-law. Their biscuits are made to authen¬ 
tic recipes and include the mouth-watering 
plum jam and tasty poppy seed kolache. 

Next stop was two neighbouring traders. 
On the left was Sisters, making traditional 
open-faced sandwiches which are smaller 
than the Scandinavian offering with quite 
exciting fillings from local ingredients. Next 
door was the local artisan butchers with the 
speciality Pra^e ham and tasty sausage 
cured to traditional methods. 

Dipping through the alleyways of the Old 


Town we went to Restaurant Zvonice - pos¬ 
sibly the best kept secret in Prague. Set in¬ 
side a belltower, with heavy beams, a cosy 
atmosphere and city views, this was a very 
special experience. Here we tasted the Old 
Bohemian Soup, a thick, creamy meal with 
an unusual sausage twist. 

Imposing 

From here we moved to the hidden court¬ 
yard cafe of Styl & Interior. This began as 
an interiors shop but was so popular be¬ 
cause of the coffee it provided that it also 
developed as a garden cafe. 

The three-hour tour concluded at Cave 
Louvre, an imposing building that has been 
in business since 1902. Here we went for a 
true traditional dinner with Czech dump¬ 
lings (much lighter than the British ones), 
braised beef and cranberry compote, fol¬ 
lowed by apple strudel. 


It may be worth pointing out that Eating 
Prague Tours also launched a beer tour, 
Brews and Views, on July 19. 

Beer and food aside, I have always 
wanted to visit Prague and was delighted 
when Czech Airlines began fiying from Bir¬ 
mingham Airport to Vaclav Havel airport in 
April. This historic city was now just a two- 
hour flight away and there was no reason 
not to indulge my curiosity. 

English is widely spoken in Prague so 
it is easy enough to find your way around 
the city visiting some of the amazing sights 
and indulging your tastebuds. The frequent 
trams make getting around the city very 
simple. It was only 110 koruna (about £3) 
for a 24-hour ticket. 

But if you really want to learn about this 
proud city which in recent decades alone 
has undergone occupation, socialism and fi¬ 
nally independence a guided tour is advised.

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Enticing

The oniy way is up, so the popu- 
iar song goes. But just much fur¬ 
ther up can Jaguar Land Rover 
go? 

In a world still recovering from the 
global financial downturn of 2008, JLR 
has not escaped a slowdown in busi¬ 
ness but has kept its head a lot higher 
in the water than many. 

And a lot of credit for that success is 
down to Midlands-built engines at i54 on the 
outskirts of Wolverhampton. 

The ultra-frugal Ingenium diesel engines, 
built at the SOOmillion pound facility which 
started full production last year, are used 
in several of JLR’s cars. Thsi year it was in¬ 
troduced to the Evoque range along with a 
facelift. 

The four-cylinder engine is a masterpiece 
of engineering with two outputs, both eco¬ 
nomical, but the most economical version 
has C02 emissions of just 109g/km, making 
it one of the UK’s most frugal SUVs. There¬ 
fore more eco friendly and so attracting 
those who would love a Range Rover but 
either are put off by running costs or fear of 
being seen as an less than friendly to the 
earth - or a combination of both. 

I tried out the higher output engine with 
180bhp with 134 g/km in C02 emissions. 
This two litre gave great performance all¬ 
round and my fuel figures almost reached 
the official ‘claimed’ figures by the manufac¬ 
turer. I really did a lot of miles in it and over¬ 
all managed close to SOmpg, not too many 
trips to the pumps in this car. 

It was married to the super slick automat¬ 


ic 9-speed gearbox, great for crawling in traf¬ 
fic and quick to respond to demand for over¬ 
taking. It has a wide band of pulling power 
which is a great advantage. And not just for 
overtaking that slow coach inf ront. 

On top of all that the engine is so, so quiet, 
and so very refined. 

Steering is sharp and responsive making 
the Evoque a real pleasure to drive. And 
while it’s great on surfaced roads, if you do 
feel the need, it will take on not just muddy 
fields when trying to get a horsebox off, but 
properly challenging off-road conditions. I 
didn’t do that in this Evoque but I did take on 
some pretty demanding challenges - sandy 
beaches, rocky and rutted uphill and down¬ 
hill routes and some tough obstacles. 

Agile 

My car was fitted with the optional Adap¬ 
tive Dynamics (£800 extra) which firms up 
suspension and adds weight to the steering 
which makes it feel very agile. 

It’s good looking enough from the outside 
with a more feminine appearance than its 
more overtly muscular stablemates and in¬ 
side there’s plenty of upfront room for driver 
and front-seat passenger. The sloping rear 
end does reduce head space but it is not 
constrictive. And the boot, while fairly high 
up, has a wide mouth which makes it easy 
to loads. 

A second option on my test car was the 
fixed panoramic roof with powered blind for 
£950. That really opened the cabin up and 
filled it with light even on a grey day. 

Cabin quality, as you would expect from 
JLR, is excellent with loads of soft-touches 
finishes, and very difficult to find any fault 
with. 

Controls are easy to use and top of the

pops for me is the Evoque’s touchscreen 
infotainment system which in the HSE

nect to Bluetooth or enter a destination 
postcode on the navigation system , you 
don’t need to take a degree in how to op¬ 
erate either operation. 

For £650 the InControl Connect Pack 


also adds on the ability to review and con¬ 
trol functions vour smartphone. 

Standard equipment in this trim level is 
excellent even without the the add-ons. 

Entry level for the HSE Dynamic is 
£42,300 and that gives you a lot of car. But 
you really need to spend a few thousand 
extra to get the perfect package. Mine had 
goodies bringing it up to a shade under 
£50,00 - but money well spent if you have 
it.

Great Britain ladies 
coach, three-time world champion, five-time Euro¬ 
pean champion and 20-time British champion. 

She offers one-to-one training for ladies and trains 
young girls as well. 

Due to Jason and Julie’s undeniable commitment 
and expertise in martial arts, many may think their 
children would have probably followed suit from an

early age. While Reuben and Kiyra did try their hand 
early on, Jason insists they did not have much of an 
interest for a long time.

“Like most kids, he was into other things like foot¬ 
ball but then he started again when he was about 
eight as some of his friends started doing karate and 
were taking black belts.

“I’ve got a metal hip replacement, but we always 
want to go down there and teach them, to train.
